Gentiles to the faith of Chriſt, About that time this ridi- 
eulous Emperor Commedus would needs be taken for Her- 
cles, Cloathing himſe lf with a Lyons skin; and upon 2 
certain time, being his Birth-day, calling the People of 
Rome together, in a. great Royalty, having his Lyons in 


upon him, made Sacrifice to Hercules and Jupiter, cauſing 


it to be tryed about the Streets, that Herewles was the Pa- 


tron and Defendor of the City. This good Man, hearing the 
madneſs of the Emperor and People, reproved their Idola- 
trous blindneſs , teaching them to believe in the true and on- 
ly Gd, and to come away from ſuch worſhiping of Devils ;

F this Narciſſus, 'Exſebius reporteth, that being a very 
godly Man, 4 at three evil dſpoſed Pe rſons, 
who ſet ing the conſtancy of his vertuou lite, and fearing their 
own punimment -(-as a Conſcience that is guilty is always 
fearful ) thought to prevent his accuſation by amuſing, him 
firft, in laying a hainous Crime to his charge, and averrirg 
the ſame with grie vous imprecations, one wiſhing tobe de- 
ſtroyed with fire if he ſaid not true, the other to be conſumed 
with a grievous Sickneſs, the third to loſe both his eyes if they 
did lye. Narciſſus overborn by iheſe falſe accuſations, with- 
drew himſelt into à ſolitary Deſart; In the mean time, to 
them which ſo wickedly forſwear 1 this hapned. 
The firſt by caſuality ot one little ſparkle of fire, was burnt 
with his goods and all his Family; the ſecond was taken with 
a great ſickneſs from th: top to the tce, and deveured of the 
ſame; the third ſeeing the puniſhment of the other, confeſſed 
h's ſault, but through great repentance poured out ſuch tears, 
that he loſt both his eyes. Narciſſus hercupon being cleared 
of the fact, was received into tus Bifhoprick again.

the Martyrdom of Photinws, he was appointed Bitiop of 
Lions where he continued about the ſpace of three ind twenty

A þ His Fabian being firſt a married Man (as Plating 
writeth ) was made Bifhop of Rome after 4werius , 
by the miraculous appointment of God, which Ezſebizs'doth 
thus deſcribe in his bxth Book, when the Brethien ( faith he 
were together in the Congregation about the election of their 
ſhop, and had purpoled amorg thoenſelves upon the nomina- 
tion of ſome noble and worthy Perſonages of Rams: it chan- 
ced that Eabianus,among others, was there preſent, who of late 
was come out of the Country to Inhabit in the City 5 This 
Fabia as is {aid thinking nothing leſs then of any ſuck a12tter, 
there ſuddainly cometh a Dove flying from above, and ſitteth 
upon his Head, wherenpon all the C orgregation being moved, 
with one mind and voice, did chuie him for their Biſhop ? in 
the which ſunction he remaived the fj ace of thirteen Tears, 
when he \uffered for the proſe ſion of the name of Chriſt: in 
the firſt Ycar of the Reign of Derius the Amper out ſ Fox 
Als and Monuments Page 77.

Perſecution agXinſt the Chriſtians, he erected a Tem- 
ple in the midſt of the City of Epheſus, compelling all that 
were in the City there te Sacrifice to the Idols. Seven 
Chriſtians were found, whoſe names were Maximianus Mal- 
chus, Martianus, Pioniſius, Fobannes, Strapion, and n- 
ftamiinus ; who refuſing the Idolatrous worthip, were accu- 
{cd for the ſame unto the Emperor to be Chriſtians ; which 
when they conſtantly profeſſed, and did not deny: notwith- 
ſtanding, becauſe they were Souldiers, retaining to the Em- 
peror's ſer : ice, reſpite was given them for a certain ſpace, to 
deliberate with themſelves, till the return again of the 
Emperor, which then was going to War, In the mean 
ſpace, the Emperor being departed, they taking Counſel to- 
gether, went and hid themſelves in ſecret Cares of the Mount 
Cthexs, The Emperor returning again, a'ter great inquifi- 
tion made for them, hearing where they were, cauſed the 
mouth of the Cave to be cloſed up with heaps of Stones , 
that they not able to get out, ſhould be ſamiſhed within ; 
where it (is ſaid) they fell aflecp for many Ages after, till the 
time ol Dosdoſius the Emperor before they did awake ; this 
Story is reported by Vincentiut and Nicerbhotut, and partly 
alſo by Henricus Eufordienſ, as alſo by Mr, Fox in his Als

theſe words, O Father, faint not, neither imagine amiſs becauſe 
of . Being of the age of eighteen years, he Catechiſed 
in the School of Ale. As, he taught ſo he lived, and as 
he lived, ſo he taught: For to embrace Chaſtity he gelded 
himſelf. He was made Minifler at Caſaree ; came to 
Rom in the time of Zephyrinus. He preached many Sermons, 
canſuted many Hereticks, and travel d many Countries : but 
the ſpiteful Devil wheteſoever he went, dendiy purſued him 
with his whole Troop ; ſtriving againſt him with all might 
and every kind of flight chat poſſibly could be inyenred 3 and 
eſpecially againſt him above all the reſt, being ſo eminent for 
his piety. How great things ſuſtained he for the doctrine of 
Chrift> impriſonments and torments of body, ſcourging at 
iron ſtakes, Rink of cloſe priſons, and having for the ſpace 
of many daies his fect laid ſtretched four ſpaces aſunder in the 
Stocks. Having ſuffered thus much aſfliction for Chriſts ſake,

vention of Satan, he was brought into great ſlander and ble - | 


miſh of inſamy; for being brought before the Rulers and 
Magiſtrates, he had his choice given him, that either 
a Black-mobr ſhould play the Sodomite with bim, or that 
be himſelf ſhould ſacritice unto Idols; But he not able to 
away with che fitſt, neither willing to hear of ſo horrible an 
act, brake out into loud ſpeeches, and exclaimed at boch 
the things which were given him in choice, yet rather than 
the one that he would do the other, and inthe end conſented 


to ſacrifice. Whetefore when they had put Franck incenſe 


into his hand, they threw it into the fire upon the Altar. 
By this means he was, by the Judges, put from martyr- 


dom, and allo baniſhed the Church. When he had thus 


done, he was ſo aſhamed, that he leſt Alexandria, and got 
him to Zudes : being come to Jeruſaltem, and well known tor 
his learned Expoſitions and gift of utterance,, he was en- 


treated of the Prieſis to beſtow a Sermon upon the people 


in the Church and open Aflembly, After great emreaty, and 
in a manner conſtraned by tlic Prieſis, be aroſe up, took che

This D'ozyfius flouriſhed in the time of the perſecution of 


Decius the Emperour, by whoſe perſecuting Offiters he was 


taken priſoner at Turpoſtru, in the houſe of one 7imethy, bur 
as God would, the ſaid Tmothy was neitner ptreſ m, nor 
taken; but coming home, and underſtanding how matters 
werr, he fled with ſpeed, and meeting one in the way whom 
he knew, he related to him*what had happened. This 
perſon going to a Bride houſe, related to the Gueſts ( who 
were a!moſt tipſey with ove: much drirk) what Timothy had 
told him; this was no ſuoher ſpe ken, but all they ſorthwich 
upon à head, as ſtricken with a ſudden tury, ruſhed out to- 
gether,; making to Timothy's nouſe, with a very terrible noiſe ard 
crying 3 At the firſt heating whereof, he Souldiers which 
had Dionyſus in keeping, bemg à raid, ran away. Diciyſius 
W:$ as much afraid as the Souldiers, rzking them to be 
Thieves. which had come to rob him, and having only his 
ſhirt on, oftered them the reſt of his Cloaths, but they 
willed him in all haſte to re and get away, which he ac- 
cordingly did, proving afterwards a worthy Champion in 
the Church of God, leaving bebiad him many monuments 
of his ſeatning of great uſe and profit to Chriſtian Religion.

St. Cyprian Biſhop of Carthage. 


St. Cy2rian was born in Carthage, a City of A4frite, be- 
in at firſt an Idolater, alrogether given to the ſtudy and 
practice of magical arts; of his pzrentage and education in 
Letters from his youth, no mention is made, fave only that 
he was a worthy Rhetorician. His Cynverſion to the Chri- 
ſtian Faith (as witneſſeth St. Ferome ) was by the means of 
Cecilias a Prieſt, thorough the occaſion of hearing the Hiſtory 
of 70149, The ſame St. Zirome reporteth that immediately

open his Coxverſion, he diſtr buted all his ſubſtance among 


the poor, and after that being drdained à Prieſt, was not 
Jeng after conſtituted Biſhop of the Congiegation of Carthage, 
"during which time he was of a marvellous liberal porn 
towards the poor brethren of other Countries; for ſo often 
as he had cauſe of abſence, he committed the care of. thoſe 
- poor men to his fellow officirs, and wrote unto them, that of 
their own proper Goods they would help their banifhed bre-

or luret- of Peace, the Son of the King, being of young and

refort ro hear the reading of Helauis the Biſhop and others, 
ſhe put her ſelf into mans apporrel, and named her (cif 
Bugenius; under which name ſhe was at length admitted unto 
a certain Monaſtery, ot a ſociey of Chriſtians in the Suburbs 
of Alexardria, where alſo at the Jaſty for her excellency of 
learni and vertue, ſhe was made Head of the Houſe. 
Here the grew very famous ſot healing the ficknefſes and 
diſeaſes of fuch/as came umo her. It happened that a certain 
Matron of Ard named Melancia, who after ſhe had _ 
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the help and acquaintance of Eugenius, fuppoling her to be 2 
man, fell into an extraordinary love of her, ſ{ceking by ail 
means how to accompliſh the luſt of her concupiſcence. In ſo 
much that io her daily viſiting of her, at length ſhe began 
ſecretly ta break her mind, and to entice her to her lewdneſs. 
Engenius contrarily exhorted her io venue and honeſty, 
ſhewing her the miſeries of this life, and the peril of that folly. 
Iſclancia ſeeing that by no means ſhe would be allured, nor 
by force drawn to her deſire, and fearing moreover that ſhe 
in detecting of her would bring her to ſhame, beginnech firſt 
to make an out · cry ot Eugenius, declaring how that ſhe went 
about corruprly to deflower her, and ſo preſented her accuſa- 
tion before Phili pus the Prefident, as well againſt Eugenius, 
as allo zgainſt the reſt of that company, This matter being 
heard, and the woman well known, the crime began to ſeem 
ſuſpicious, and ſo much the more, becauſe it was objected 
againſt the Chriſtians.” By reaſon whereof Eugenius With her 
fellow Chriſtians was now not only in great hatred, but alſo. 
in danger of preſeat death and deſtruction. Then Exgenius 
purging her ſelf and her honeſty, although with ſufficient 
provation, yet notwithitznding perc-iving that whatſvever 


| ſhe ſaid could take no place, and ſeeing no time nw to diſ- 


ſen ble any longer, for the danger as welt of her own ſelf, as 
elp:cially of her brethren, which troubled her more; ſhe de- 
fixcd of che Judge place and time tc make manifeſt to him the 
truth, and ſo ſnewed her ſelf wat ſhe was, and how ſhe was 
his daughter, the other two to be Prothus and Hyacinthus the 
two Eunuchs, her ſchool- olle, uttering moreover to him 
and to her brethren the cauſe of her departing from them. 
At the narration whereof Philippus her Father, and her two 
Brethren coming to the knowledge ef be, canceived no little 
joy, in receiving their Eugenia again , whom they thought had 
been loſt. No leſs gladneſs was among the people to ſee the 
evidence ef the matter ſo plainly to try out the truth of the 
one, and the falſeneſs of the other. Whereat the malignant 
accuſer was with double ſhame confounded, firſt for her di- 


boneſty falſely cloked; Secondiy, for the untruth of her ac--

cuſation openly detected. and ( ſaith Bergomenſis to evidenc® |

This Biſhop Fruftuoſus with his two Deacons Avgurins and 
E''05ius, was for the profeſſion of Chriits Religi n brought 
before the Judge, under the Emperour Galierus. The charge 
of the Judge unto the Biſhop was this, thy he ſhould worſhip 
the Gods whom the Emperour Galienus worſhipped ; to whom 
Fructuoſus the B:ſhop anſwered > Nay ( ſaid be) I worſhip ro 
dumb God of ſtocks and blocks, whom Galienus doth worſhip, 
but I worſhip the Lord and Maſter of Galienus, the Father and 
Creator of all times, and his cnly Son ſent down to us, of 
whoſe Flock 1 am here the Paſtor and Shepherd. At this word 
the Judge anſwered again, Say not thou art, but ſay thou waft, 
And ſorthwith commanded them to be committed to the hre, 
where ( as is ſaid ) their bands and manacles being looſed by 
the tire, they lifted up their hands to Heaven, praiſing the 
Bring God, to the great admiration of them that ſtood by, 
praying alſo that the element, which ſeemed to fly from them, 
might work his full force upon them, ard ſpcedily diſpatch 
them : which was after their requeſt obtained. In the mean 
ſpace, as they were in the fire, there was a certain Souldier 
in the Judges houſe, who did ſee the Heavens above to open, 


and h. ſe toreſaid Martyrs to enter into the ſame z which * 
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dier likewiſe ſhewed the fight the fame time ur to the Daugh. 
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of the Judge; who beholding the ſame ſight with the Souldrecs 
was a preſent wines of the blefſt dneſs of them whom hes 
cruel Father had condemned, 4.
